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Breeding School Will Travel 


One Busy Week at Each Place. 


We have developed a new plan for handling 
non-producing cows. We believe this is the 
greatest of all breeding discoveries.

A great deal of this work is done by passing 
the hand through the rectum. The students 
work in turn. The next student stands at the 
side of the first cow and watches the instruct- 
or teach the first man, making it very easy for 
the next student to do his work on that par- 
ticular cow. This is practicai work. The 
teaching is thorough and the students are able 
to do this work on their own animals after 
they go home. 

Perhaps the most interesting study is when 
we use the venital organs from a_ hundred 
cows for demonstration. Here we have the 
various diseases and abnormal conditions, mak- 
ing it possible for the student to take part 
in 20 different demonstrations, every one of 
which is necessary. One of these demonstra- 
tions consists in diagnosing pregnancy. We 
have foetuses (calves) showing the various 
stages of development. It is worth much to 
be able to diagnose pregnancy or make a com- 
plete examination of the breeding condition of 
a female before purchase. 

Contagious abortion is widely spread with 
practically no law regulation. We give the 
very latest and best information on this sub- 
ject. There is very little use in having a big 
loss from this most dreaded of all eattle dis- 
eases. This disease is spreading rapidly; it 
may take one calf or all of them. Unless the 
cow is properly handled she may be barren af- 
ter an abortion. Almost any one can stop the 
discharge but the cow should be handled in 
such a way that she will yet be a producer. 

The entire week is devoted to breeding sub- 
jects, given in a plain manner and of espec- 
ial interest to the breeder. There is perhaps 
no other body of men at any institution where 
such great interest is manifested during the 
entire week. The work is given step by step 
with suitable changes so that the students do 
not tire. Experienced breeders who have spent 
a life time with the best stock are usually most 
interested.

In 1898 they were all again scid as yearlings, 
and only a few of the yearlings of other breeds were sold last year. 
All brought the same price. In 1898 a few hundred head of grade 
Aberdeen-Angus steer calves about six months old were also sold, 
and at a figure as high as any ever received in that or probably

ranch weighed from thir- 
ty-five to fifty pounds 
more than those steers 
of the same age of the 
other breeds sold and 
weighed. This, however, to some extent at least, may have been 
due to causes outside the difference in the breeds themselves. 
Referring further to the demand for steers of a particular 
breed it may be interesting to know from the immense correspond- 
ence this ranch has with parties desiring to buy feeders that so few 
specify any breed; they simply want good value in feeding steers 
for their money. By actual count the correspondence of the Chicago 
office this season shows that 78 per cent. simply want good steers, 
not specifving any breed, 11 per cent. want Aberdeen-Angus, 9 per 
cent. want Hereford, 2 per cent. want Shorthorn. The showing for 
the Aberdeen-Angus is, 
however, a little more fav- 


— 


age, and a portion of the 
yearlings of this year are 
already contracted for. 
These facts show that 
there is a very keen de- 
mand for steers of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed. In 
fact it was so keen last 
year and the purchasers 
so importunate that I and 
my associates who have 
fed some of this ranch’s 
range-bred grade Aber- 
deen-Angus steers for 
many years past and had 
contracted several hun- 
dred head of muley Aber- 
deen-Angus grades, were 
induced to forego ours and 
were offered anything else 
instead, of the same age 
and at the same price. We 
elected to take in their 
place, if I may be permit- 
ted to use a seeming con- 


orabie even than would ap- 
pear from the above, as 
the ranch has only year- 
ling steers of that breed 
on offer and has_ both 
yearling and two-year-old 
steers of the other breeds 
on offer. 

Mr. Rankin, Tarkio, 
Missouri, purchased from 
this ranch in November, 
1896, about 120 head of 
grade Aberdeen-Angus 
yearling steers and grade 
Hereford yearling steers 
for an experiment more 
with range yearlings than 
breeds, and the weights of 
the yearlings by breeds 
were not ascertained for 
several months after their 
arrival, so that compara- 
tive figures could not be 
of much service; but the 
following fall he sold the

We got good shapes, quality and size 
with them, and we removed the scurs and horns, the same as we 
would have had to do with the Herefords or Shorthorns had we 
taken them. There are 350 of them now on full feed on Allendale 
Farm, in Allen County, Kansas, and they are acknowledged to be 
as fine a string of range steers as were ever fed in that section. 
Anyone is welcome to go and see them. They are perfectly gentle 
and would eat corn from the hand of the attendant soon after their 
arrival in the feed-lots—Aberdeen-Angus and range-bred, too, mind 
you at that! On account of the stockyards at unloading point be- 
Ing full of other stock it was not possible to weigh these upon their

American agriculture is es- 
sentially an agriculture of live 
stock production. The greater 
part of our farm lands is given 
over to the growing of feeds for 
our farm animals, since the live 
stock method of marketing the 
products of our soil is the only method that enables us to convert 
into good hard cash the surplus of grain and roughage over what 1s 
actually needed on our farms. If it were not for the live stock in- 
dustry the present grain crop would make such a large over-pro- 
duction of grain that it would not pay to harvest it. The entire pop- 
ulation of the world could not possibly consume it. Only when 
transformed into live stock is it possible to utilize it, for then much 
of it is left on the farm as manure to increase fertility and the re- 
mainder is used as meats and animal products to raise the standard 
of our civilization. In 1919, approximately 80 per cent. of all the 
grain crops of this country were fed to live stock, making the enor- 
mous total herewith appended:

What is the principal characteristic of our nation’s agriculture? 
Our country has grown into farming centers and manufacturing 
centers, into production centers and consumption centers, largely = 
a matter of its geography and transportation facilities.

meat, with the Teutonic, 
Nordic, Slavic and Latins 
following. Within each 
group, however, it will be 
noted that the more active nations in general are the heavier con- 
sumers of meat. There are no Asiatic races given in the table, be- 
cause they are very frugal consumers, indeed, of meat, but even 
here the most active nation, Japan, has the heaviest meat consump- 
tion, and is showing distinct signs of an increase in this regard. 

Since one can trace in the foregoing table a relation between 
meat consumption and civilization, after racial differences are elim- 
inated, it would appear important that one give more than a mere 
superficial consideration to the problems of meat production in the 
United States, and try to determine the fundamental considerations 
on which our live stock industry is based. Today one hears much 
of declining markets, fluctuations in market prices, control of mar- 
kets and marketing, and producers’ strikes, and is likely to take too 
many things for granted that have been the toil of several decades 
to create and that are the admiration of rival nations. 

Why does not Australia cut a bigger figure in the world’s 
markets than it does? Some of our sheep friends may cite New 
Zealand lamb and insist that perhaps it cuts too great a figure for

sider that the section east 
of Indiana and north of 
the Ohio and Potomac riv- 
; ers had a third of the pop- 
ulation of this country? Yet 50 per cent. of the hogs of the United 
States are in Iowa, Illinois, Missouri, Nebraska, Indiana, Ohio and 
Georgia and 25 per cent. of the beef cattle are in Texas, Iowa, Illi- 
nois, Nebraska and Kansas. It would be quite a job to walk that 
distance for breakfast bacon or rib roasts. Today 52 per cent. of 
our people live in towns of 2500 or over and 8 per cent. more are in 
villages, leaving 40 per cent. on the farms. Each farmer has a cash 
market from one and one-half persons, and supplies the raw ma- 
terial for their support. We hear cries of alarm over the decrease 
in rural population, but is there any stockman who would like to 
go back to the days of the limited market when everyone grew al- 
most all the food he needed and the housewife spun her own yaln 
and flax? 

In a broad sense the ability to keep away from the latter con- 
dition is due to the service of the national packing organizations, 
which have created a daily cash market and have linked the live 
stock and manufacturing centers. Its equipment has been gradual- 
ly adjusted to the need of performing these [Continued on page 1! 
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The World’s Distribution of Cattle Products 
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Here is a Real Blue Grass Aberdeenshire 


One of the real Aberdeenshires 
of America is located down in Ken- 
tucky. Here the Doddies have all 
the good blue grass they can eat 
and comfortable outdoor living the 
year round. The center of this little 
‘aberdeenshire is Lancaster, Gar- 
rad County, with twenty members 
in a radius - 20 —- Gane 
‘ ‘dering counties, Boyle, 
=~. Modieon ae Jessamine. Marion County, which lies a little 
further south and west, is included because C. R. Harmon, one of 
the oldest breeders of the state is located at Lebanon. For the 
ereater nart these counties lie on the outer edge of what is known 
as the Blue Grass region of Central Kentucky and the ~eneral con- 
tour of the land is rolling, while parts of it are very hilly. _ 

Lincoln, Marion and the southern part of Garrad counties get 
into the foothills of the Cumberland mountains but produce a high 
quality of grass. For the most part the soil is of limestone forma- 
tion, the same as that of the famous Blue Grass section of Ken- 
tucky and being of clay subsoil does not wash badly. The rough 
broken land is used mostly for grazing purposes and pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus have been found the most profitable cattle, and in 
fact it is gradually becoming a Doddie stronghold. 

The climate is ideal and except in unusual times the cattle can 
live very comfortably in the open, all winter. At least it is never 
necessary to provide more than an open barn or shed where they 
may find protection during the cold snaps. Kentucky, because of 
its moderate climate and wonderful grass, is one of the greatest 
live stock nurseries in the world and the Doddies have proven them- 
selves equal to meet the 
competition of any other

Down in Old Kentucky Doddie Breeders

There are twenty breeders in 
this section of the State and while 
they do not have a local organiza- 
tion they work together unusually 
well. They are all for the improve- 
ment and advancement of the breed 
in Kentucky and while each one 
looks after his own interests he 
does not forget his fellow breeders. 
When in the market for cattle the 
neighbors’ herds are visited first and if suitable animals are found 
they trv to trade with each other. A most striking example of this 
splendid spirit was exhibited in Bradshaw Brothers’ June, 1920 
public sale. In this sale thirty-eight head of high-class animals 
were offered. They were consumed by ten buyers and nine of them 
were breeders in this Aberdeenshire. The top animal of the sale, 
Blackcap H. L. 226349, was bought by Sanders Brothers, who live 
on the adjoining farm, at $2825. The top bull, Blackcap King of 
Greenwood 305067, was bought at $925 by H. D. Frye of Garrad 
county. All these breeders are good clean sportsmen which can be 
said of most Aberdeen-Angus breeders.

The land also pro- 
duces good clovers, hay 
and corn all of which is 
essential for beef pro- 
duction. With the aid of 
the silo and a_ small 
amount of cotton seed 
meal the cattle are car- 
ried through the winters 
with little cost. 

Registered A ber- 
deen-Angus cattle have 
had much to do with the 
increased value of the 
land in this section of 
the state, both directly 
and indirectly. Directly 
because the good cattle 
made it more valuable 
for grazing and indirectly because they enrichen the soil, thereby 
making it more productive. Like all other live stock breeding cen- 
ters the farmers have improved their homes, schools and churches. 
Therefore, the Aberdeen-Angus cattle have been responsible for in- 
creased land values, better living conditions and better society in 
this little Kentucky Aberdeenshire. 

For years this has been one of the sections of the state to 
furnish a large number of yearling and two-year-old feeding cattle 
to the farmers on the more expensive level land of the Blue Grass. 
Most every farmer keeps a few cows for milk and butter for the 
family demands and for the market. They realized the scrub and 
non-descript bull did not give them first class calves when mated 
with their native and dairy-inclined cows, so they began to question 
how they might improve their cattle the most in a short time. They 
noticed that black calves which were droy:ped by cows that had been 
brought into their section by traders were a desirable kind and at 
once admired the qualities of the Aberdeen-Angus. 

Due to the broken country, which prevented extensive tobacco 
and grain culture, and because of the fact that most farms were in 
small units, farmers did not have much extra money for purchasing 
pure bred bulls of the breed they preferred. Therefore, the process 
of bringing bulls into the country was slow. At first cheap bulls 
were bought which handicapped progress because they could not 
propagate the breed’s best qualities.

pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls, 
three or four years ago, Florida did- 
nt know what a Doddie looked like, 
you might say. Now that state is 
getting duskier and duskier every 
year. At the Florida State Fair, held at 
Jacksonville, last month, more Aberdeen- 
Angus were shown than of all other breeds 
of cattle combined, according to “Doc Lowe.

“Light receipts again enabled the im- 
provement in steer values, which began slow. 
ly Monday and fairly general Tuesday, to be 
still more pronounced today. Trade was gen- 
erally 25¢ to 50c higher than Tuesday. but 
exceptional sales showed larger gains. Com- 
pared with last week the general market is 
0e to $1.00 higher, but some sales today 
show decidedly larger gains compared with 
extreme low spots last week. 

Receipts so far this week show a decrease 
of almost 20,000 compared with the first 
three days last week. Today’s run was only 
slightly more than half of last Wednesday's 
arrivals, but was slightly larger than what 
came in the corresponding day last year. 

It is the opinion of both buyers and sales- 
men that the better markets are practically 
entirely the result of lighter receipts. Large 
offerings at any time between now and the 
first of the year will cause a big break, they 
declare. In line with these opinions commis- 
son men are warning their customers to con- 
tinue marketing steers gradually.”

Just An Aberdeen-Angus Calf 


Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

This is just a little story about an Aber- 
deen-Angus calf, not because of anything 
sensational, but just to throw a little light 
on what an ordinary Aberdeen-Angus calf 
will do without even getting anything like 
all of its mother’s milk. 


Marie’s Major 303343 was born September 
15, 1919. About an average of one-half the 
first two months and an average of one- 
fourth of the milk was taken the two months 
following for family use. The cow and calf 
were turned out on grass the second week 
in April and neither of them had any other 
feed until about the first of July when the 
calf was put in the stable and started on a 
grain ration. The cow being brought in 
morning and evening until about the 5th of 
September when the calf was weaned. Late 
in September he was started to the fairs, 
winning first as Senior bull calf at Roanoak, 
Lynchburg and Richmond and championship 
at Roanoak. His winning more than paying 
expenses on the trip. 

He was started again to Richmond on the 
morning of November 15th for the . sale 
which was to be held on the 18th and on the 
morning of the 17th after reaching Lynch- 
burg he weighed 1040 pounds, and it was 
generally thought that he had weighed fully 
50 pounds more at the time of leaving home. 

Marie’s Major was purchased at the sale 
by J. E. MeSpadden, Chilhowie, Virginia.

Major 2d on the 25th of November, he being 
sired by Blackeap L. B., the bull purchased 
from and used extensively in the herd of Dr.

Birmingham Fat Stock Show 

Birmingham Agricultural Exhibition So- 
ciety held its annual fat stock show as the 
second of the great fat stock exhibitions in 
England. While the entries were not so 
large as in 1914, they were fairly well up to 
pre-war standards, the cattle entries being 
nearly double 1919, aggregating 127 this 
year. The show of Aberdeen-Angus was 
about as good as has ever been seen at 
Birmingham. Mr. Cridlan’s Eros, by Eldon 
of Ballindalloch and out of Ermine Lassie 
was first. At 2 years and 7 months, he 
weighed a trifle over 13 hundredweight. Sir 
Richard Cooper’s Clarance of Dalmore was 
second. In yearling steers, Julian of Basil- 
don was an outstanding winner, bred and ex- 
hibited by Major J. A. Morrison. Eva of 
Stagenhoe, bred and exhibited by A. W. 
Bailey-Hawkins, was first in the female 
class. The Cridlan steer was made cham- 
pion of the pure breds. 

There were 20 head in the cross-bred 
classes. The Earl of Durham’s blue-gray, 
Ronald won in the two-year-old steer class. 
The same exhibitor also showed the winning 
yearling steer, a half brother on the sire’s 
side to the two-year-old winner. In the two- 
year-old heifers, Blue Bell, Smithfield cham- 
pion last year, appeared and not only won 
this class but went through the show to 
championship. She was not quite so level 
all over as she was a year ago, nor does she 
handle so well on top as in her yearling 
form. The Duke of Portland showed the 
yearling heifer winner, sired by an Aber- 
deen-Angus bull and out of a Shorthorn 
dam.—Ex.

How Hall Fed His Carlots 


Everybody wants to know how “Ed” Hall 
feeds his grand champion carlots. Well, 
about the only thing new with “Ed” that 
wasn’t told with his former grand champion 
winnings is the feeding of cooked barley 
and Champion Molasses feed. “Ed” began 
feeding cooked barley a couple of years ago, 
after he had been up to Canada to judge at 
Brandon and learned some of the secrets of 
the canny Scotch-Canadians. The mollasses 
feed he has been using for five or six years 
and probably both the 1916 and 1917 loads 
got this excellent finishing feed in their ra- 
tion. 

To begin with, the cattle were reared in 
natural quarters, running out all winter in 
the open, and never getting shelter other 
than open sheds. A good bed of straw ina 
protected cove where the wind wouldn’t hit 
them was provided in stormy and cold 
weather. They thus got their natural out- 
of-door appetite and were always ready for 
their feed and ate it because they were nat- 
urally hungry for it. 

Shelled corn and oats, two parts corn to 
one of oats; all the clover hay they would 
eat with the best of blue grass pasture was 
the starter of the ration. This with oil meal 
was their ration through the winter and 
spring till June 1. Then Champion molasses 
feed was added and continued throughout 
the feeding period. After September 1, they 
were put into a dry lot to harden their flesh. 
Beginning October 1, they got cooked barley 
at night following their supper of the regu- 
lar ration. A week before shipping, TY 


ground barley was substituted for the cooked 
barley.

services and was not designed primarily to 
enter into competition with the local pack- 
ing houses. The larger packers are essen- 
tially a transporting and distributing sys- 
tem, and have reduced the cost of trans- 
porting meat one-fourth by substituting the 
refrigerator car for the stock car. 

There is little that is sectional or local in 
the way a big packing organization handles 
its products. For example, two-thirds of 
the beef slaughtered by Armour & Cora- 
pany at the river markets, Kansas City, St. 
Joseph, Omaha, and Sioux City, is consumed 
east of Ohio, a distance of 1,125 miles. 
Nearly as great a proportion of the beef 
from the Fort Worth plant goes into the 
southeast, an approximate distance of 800 
miles. 

The problem of marketing is not the sim- 
ple one of overcoming distance, however. 
The bulk of cattle and sheep come on the 


market from September to January, while 
hogs are about two months later. On the 
other hand summer consumption far exceeds 
the receipts of that season. Hence the 
second phase of the marketing problem is 
to bridge over the months of lean receipts 
so as always to have available supplies to 
meet the demands of the great body of con- 
sumers. From Nov. 1, 1918 to Oct. 31, 1919, 
production as indicated by the receipts on 
the Chicago market, and consumption as in- 
dicated by Armour & Company’s sales was 
as follows, treating each two-months’ period 
as a percentage of the year:

The beef and lamb surplus production in 
the fall is clearly shown in the foregoing 
table, while it is clearly demonstrated that 
60 per cent. of the hogs come to market in 
the season November to April. 

A third problem in distribution is the dif- 
ferential rate at which various parts of the 
carcass or by-products from the animal 
move. During this last season there has 
been little demand for hides or pelts, and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars were tied 
up in hide and pelt cellars with prices and 
inventories constantly dropping. In the 
beef carcass only the ribs and loins are in 
great demand, but ribs and loins are only 
14.3 per cent. of the live weight of the steer, 
and 85.7 per cent. of the beef animal is in 
need of the expert services of a skillful 
salesman. Similarly 88 per cent. of the hog 
kill, the part not suitable for Star brand pro- 
ducts, and 68.8 per cent. of the sheep and 
lamb falls in the same class, and is draggy 
on the consumptive market. The ordinary 
method of overcoming this dragginess is to 
make the popular cuts bring the additional 
money necessary to balance the losses on 
the unpopular kinds. Many times this is 
impossible, however, and in the last twelve 
months it has been necessary for many pack- 
ers to render for lard and grease, cured pro- 
ducts that no ionger had a market. 

In the conduct of the live stock industry, 
(and directly upon the distributive side), it 
must be remembered that the fundamentai 
laws of values are continually in operation. 
The value of meat and the attendant value 
of live stock, from scrub steer or cow indi- 
rectly up to an Idolmere or an Evenest of 
Bleaton, is dependent upon the price which 
the consuming’ public is willing to pay. Un- 
less beef can be produced as a raw product 
and converted into meat cuts at a price un- 
der that the public can pay, cost of produc- 
tion plus cost of manufacture and distribu- 
tion, the beef industry cannot live. Profits 
can never be great for either breeder, feeder 
or packer, because. competition is too keen. 
3eef production then simmers down to the 
problem of getting the best and cheapest 
produced raw materials on which to work. 
The Aberdeen-Angus breeder believes he is 
offering these to the market beef-producr in 
the Doddie bull; each of the packers has 
found what he most wishes in steers of im- 
proved blood. Both believe they will suc- 
ceed because they are using their best judg- 
ment and most e¢onomical methods in ap- 
pealing to their markets, and each seeks 
further development on the basis of a qual- 
ity product.

is sired by Blackeap Royalty 253797 and out 
of Brookside Blackbird 39th 192157. He is 
the undefeated junior bull calf at five south- 
ern shows. Andrew Hemphill, of Jessamine 
county. has been breeding Aberdeen-Angus 
for three years and has a nice lot. He has 
twenty-five head of Blackbirds and Queen 
Mothers. 

The Bradshaw show herd made five shows 
in 1920, two in Kentucky and three in Geor- 
gia. During this time it won 9 grand cham- 
pionships, 11 championships, 28 first prizes, 
19 seconds, 11 thirds and 4 fourths. Ames 
Plantation Ito 202392 was first and senior 
champion everywhere except at Louisville 
and was grand champion at Macon and Al- 
bany, Georgia. The aged cow Beckwith Bird 
214014 was undefeated except at Louisville 
where she met Queen Millie, the 1919 and 
1920 International grand champion female. 
In the South she met and defeated Dr. Hug- 
gins’ great show cow which he purchased at 
along price. They showed the grand cham- 
pion Aberdeen-Angus steer at Atlanta. He 
also won grand champion over all breeds in 
the carcass test. He weighed 1300 pounds 
and dressed out 66.7 per cent. of his live 
weight. 

There is one especially interesting item in 
the management of the herds in this Aber- 
deen-Angus center and that is all the herds 
are kept as a part of the regular system of 
farming and cared for by the owners and 
the regular farm help. They do not employ 
high priced herdsmen and as a result are 
able to maintain the breeding herds more 
cheaply and produce calves at a minimum 
cost. By this system they do not have to 
realize extreme prices to make a profit on 
their investment. Every breeder I saw told 
me that his pure bred Aberdeen-Angus had 
made him more money than any investment 
he had ever made. It is also interesting to 
know that almost one-half of the bull crop 
each year is castrated. These men have 
come to realize that it is more profitable to 
produce a few good bulls and that the good 
ones will make more rapid improvement on 
the native cattle and will reflect credit oa 
the breeders. The farmers in these and ad- 
Joining counties usually take the surplus of 
bulls which can be sold at a medium price. 
Strange to say that at this writing there are 
not two dozen bulls among these breeders 
for sale. _The poor ones were steered and 
are growing into baby beef and the good 
ones have been sold.

-eighed when turned out to pasture about 
ee 1898, 894 lbs. and 858 Ibs. respect- 
ively. On October 28th he marketed forty- 
four head of the Herefords and they weighed 
1,152 Ibs.; on November 14th he marketed 
the remaining thirty-two Herefords and they 
weighed 1,127 lbs., and the thirty-eight Ab- 
erdeen-Angus and they weighed 1,187 Ibs. 
As the market prices were gradually shrink- 
ing from the time of the first shipment to 
the last no absolutely fair comparison of 
selling prices can be made. The forty-four 
head of grade Herefords sold on Oct. 28 
made an average daily gain of 1.52 Ibs., the 
thirty-two head of same sold on November 
14th made an average daily gain of 1.39 Ibs., 
and the thirty-eight head of Aberdeen-An- 
gus sold on November 14th made an aver- 
age daily gain of 1.57 lbs. These steers 
were all treated exactly alike as to feed and 
care, ete., excepting that the Herefords were 
dehorned soon after their arrival. Some 
have claimed that the dehorning of the Here- 
ford accounts for the more favorable show- 
ing of the Aberdeen-Angus, but why were 
they dehorned? And why are probably 75 
per cent. of all the fat steers coming to 
market nowadays dehorned? Even on the 
ranges many dehorn their bulls, and many 
yood Hereford and Shorthorn bulls without 
their horns can be seen on the X. I. T. 
flanch. This dehorning practice is one of 
the strongest tributes to the value of the 
polled character of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed that can be conceived. 

I have already, I fear, made a pretty 
heavy drain upon the available space of this 
valuable paper. I would, however, like to 
draw further upon it to the extent of giving 
the testimony of several prominent vanch- 
men,who have had experience with the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed on the range, but be- 
fore doing so I would be pleased to say that 
all of my many years’ experience with and 
observation of this breed under most varied 
conditions forces me to the conclusion that 
it is unsurpassed by any breed for range or 
farm uses, and that I have no hesitation in 
recommending it to cither ranechman or 
farmer in any part of this or any othe 
country where beef is or can be produced. 
It is fertile and hardy and will make as good 
returns, if not better, than any other under 
almost every conceivable condition. It is a 
subject of common remark on the X. I. T. 
Ranch that the blacks are always in fine 
condition at any season of the year if there 
Is any grass at all on the ground for them 
to eat. Indeed their appearance so favor- 
ably impressed one of the principal owners 
of this, ranch upon a recent tour of it that 
upon his return he expressed himself in fav- 
or of buying all bulls needed in the future 
for use on the ranch of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed and felt more strongly in the same 
direction after the advance in price of Here- 
ford bulls last year.

Of course the po 
would be disturbed somewhat. One es 
not, however, be too much troubled ye 
that as there will always be people one rh 
who breed primarily for exterior color to f 
sure a continuous supply of the pure article, 
but the chances are the quality of the beet 
would be improved and the quantity in- 
creased where it is most valuable, and prob- 
ably carlier maturity might be attained as 
well. Such crossing is now being practiced 
to a considerable extent in Britain. Who 
that has ever seen those fine North Country 
steers produced by the Aberdeen-Angus and 
Shorthorn can doubt this? In a report on 
the last Smithfield (London) Fat Stock 
Show, the greatest in the world, a newspa- 
per has this to say: “In the fifteen money 
prize-winners in the five-cross classes the 
breeding with only two exceptions was on 
these lines (Aberdeen-Angus and Short- 
horn) and the cross-bred cattle was one of 
the very finest exhibitions of high-class com- 
mercial cattle ever seen in this country.” Of 
the prize-winners of all breeds and crosses a 
steer of this cross 572 days old weighed 
1,412 lbs., showing an average daily gain of 
2.47 lbs., the highest of any. I have seen a 
good many Aberdeen-Angus and Hereford 
crosses; they are also very good, usually 
black body, white face, and hornless. Those 
who remember that marvel of meat, style 
and quality, the Aberdeen-Angus-Hereford 
heifer (got in quarantine bv the Aberdeen- 
Angus bull Ballindalloch of Lake Forest 
from Mr. Burleigh’s Hereford cow) that was 
exhibited at the Fat Stock Shows at Kansas 
City and Chicago in the early show days can 
more readily believe in the success of such 
a Cross, 

To Aberdeen-Angus breeders I would 
say: Stick to the breed, support the ex- 
pansion policy, go in and possess the land. 
Texas, the future greatest feeding State in 
the Union as it is now the greatest breeding 
State—owning about one-fifth of all the cat- 
tle in the United States—hardly yet knows 
of such a breed as the Aberdeen-Angus. It 
is expected that through the agency of in- 
oculation and dipping there will soon be free 
and safe interchange at all seasons of the 
year of cattle between the now-infected and 
safe areas, and then you will not begin to 
have enough Aberdeen-Angus to meet the 
demands of that State alone. Meantime let 
them know you have such cattle; if you can- 
not yet safely go below the quarantine line 
give an exhibition of your cattle at some 
safe central place north of it—such for in- 
stance as Amarillo, the junction of the 
Southern Kansas, Fort Worth & Denver 
City and Pecos & Northern Texas Railways. 
The people of that country will make you 
weleome and you need not be ashamed to 
show your cattle anywhere—they will take 
care of themselves and do not need to have 
anything but the truth told of them.
